OFFICIAL BULLETIN #182 FROM ARRL 


The Federal Communication Commission has denied a petition 
of K6EDX and K6RNQ to rescind restrictions on 50.0 toe 59,95 Mh2 
scheduled for November 22, 1968 and 1969 respectively. FCC thereby 
restates its intention that these segments will be reserved to nolders 
of Extra and Advanced Class licenses as of the dates ahove. 
(Incidentially the ARRL Board has twice opposed rearrictions on thesea 
segments of the 50 Mhz band.) FCC has also denied shres requests for 
additional grandfathering of higher class prvilezes special cases.
